At the same 
time, 3 rescinded that portion of paragraph 3 

instructions in Reference which stated that she would review 
collected documents in OG/EIRS to determine whether a formal 
memorandum need be written by OG/EIRS. Instead, she requested 
that the documents be held in OG/EIRS for review and appropri- 
ate action by£ 3 of FPLG. 



2. In a later conversation £3 3 had with 

C/OG/EIRS, it was agreed that only the official 201 files of 
the individuals she indicated for tracing in Reference, would 
be held in OG/EIRS for review and appropriate action by (f J] 
(3 3 All other documents pertaining to subjects would be 

reproduced and forwarded to FPLG. 



3. Attached are itemized lists of all the documents and 
files which pertain to the subjects, and copies of the docu- 
ments themselves. Included on the lists, and designated by an 
asterisk, are 201 files on certain individuals who may be 
identical with subjects of Reference. As stated above, these 
official files are being held in OG/EIRS for review by d 3 
C 3 and subsequent transfer of charges, if appropriate. 

All remaining documents noted on the list are attached here- 
with, and together with the above-mentioned 201 files, consti- 
tute all records surfaced through an intensive search p f t ih e
